In aiidition to the insurance, it 
will take $20,000 to give our silent 
friends another Christian Refuge. 
Th«\v lost all their personal effects 
in the raging flames. We would 
make them glad again as far as pos- 
sible. The Trustet's of the Church 
Mission to Deaf-Mutes appeal for 
funds to build a new and better 
Home.

when throuj^h the courtesy of the 
.JOtJKNAi. e<litor we received the 
much belated paper containing a 
cooy of the item. 

We immediately sent a written 
explanation to the editor of Oiici'- 
a-week, but as the .Journal's 
('hicHgo correspondent took the 
liberty of (irilicising us in the 
columns of this iiaper, we consider 
it but an act of justice that our ex- 
planation be given space in the 
same way, as we do not wish to 
start that aforementioned torando 
from .Maine to California, about 
which a certain person seems so 
miieh exercised. The item in 
qiieslion *vas an extract from a 
jiersoiial letter to Ml. Kerney, in 
rejily lo his reqiiesi that we join the 
list of correspondents for his pafier 
and wliicdi canity unsolicited by us. 
And just here we desire to slate a 
fact, which no person in whatever 
walk of life can j^ainsay, which is 
that no editor has any right t^i 
jiiiblish private ('orresjioridence, no 
mailer what good may acci lie there- 
from to the credit of his paper. 
But this time it has all been a mis- 
take from bcKinniiig to end. The 
remark whiidi has afTonled so much 
food lor comment, should have 
read thus:— " Among the many 
newsiiapei-s tiiiblished in the in- 
terests of I he deaf, not one is worth 
the snliscription price to im," and 
the leaving out of the last two 
words is what has brought this 
hornet's nest about oiir ears. 

We meant simply, that as we read 
the pajx^rs im-iely to keep informed 
of what our deaf friends are doing, 
and as we know few outside our 
own State and Illinois, W(> do not 
(ronsider il worth whiU« t.o subscribe 
for a pa|ier that contains no know- 
ledge of our fricmis, and it is true 
Hint vi-ry few of the papers contain 
news from Indiana. 

Rut tlie item as it appeared in 
print placc<l us in an altogether 
unfavorable position, and gave one 
the impression that we bore a jicr 
sonal spile a^^ainsl the newspaper 
world in general and the ./oi'R-

contrary il is just the reverse, and 
we have a very friendly feeling to- 
ward the editors of both the .louR- 
NAL and Silnd HooNicr, for the 
many favors accorded us in the 
past, and nothing was farther from 
our mind than to criticise either. 
We have not the slightest doubt 
that as ye Chicago scribe puts it, 
the whole class of newspapers for 
the deaf is most excellent from a 
literary jKiiut of view, and we can 
personally vouch for the .Iouknai., 
and IIoohIi't being among the best. 
But the .louKNAl., contains very 
little information about Indiana 
people, and we attemled school at 
Indianapolis wdiere the Silent Hoo- 
.s/cr is printed, in sucdi a remote age 
that we know next to nothing' of the 
school and its jnipils of the present 
general i<m. Morcver, the /fooslcr 
is a sidiool paper, and its contents 
though above criticism are mostly 
in reference to the pupils.' 

We have no desire to po.'^e as a 
(Miblie critic, either of newspapers 
or anything else,— we leave that lo 
wiser heads and collcMie- bred folks, 
such as ye Chicago scrribe, who 
seem " to know it all," and with 
whom we make no pretensions lo 
cofie. And considering that his 
own path in journalism is far from 
being a bed of roses, it would come 
netrer to being the coiTect tliiin; 
if h(( would show a little more leni- 
ency toward inferior beings like 
ourselves. 

We most emphatically object to 
newspaper notoriety, and now that 
we have volunteered an explana- 
tion of the cas(!, which was not 
meant for the public property, we 
sincerely hope other paints will 
confer a favor upon us b^- refrain- 
ing from further comment. We 
have committed no indiscretion and 
shall stoop to no apology, and 
furthermore this is the (miy e.-iplana- 
natioii we shall accord anyone, so it 
will be only a waste of muscle and 
mental exertion to burst another 
hornets nest. 

If an editor takes the liberty of 
publishing private corresjiondence 
and the reader thereof i)Ia(!es a 
wrong miseonslriiclioii on the same, 
and straightway tak<> ofTenst^ wilii- 
oiit knowing the fads of the case, 
are we to blame for the con- 
sequences ? 

Should the reader not rather 
place the blame wlipfre it properly 
belongs and let (he editor shoulder 
the rcHpoiisi'iilily, as those who edit 
papers are su|»posed to be above 
unjust ccjnsure and criticism. 

In conclusion, we will simply 
add, that the average deaf ])ersori 
seldom considers a newspaper ac- 
cording to ils literary merits; in fact, 
some of them ar<^ ifiiite ignorant of 
the definition of such a phrase. If 
a paper (rontnins new« of t/helr 
frioiuls, Wfll and >2ood, — if the 
reverse is the case, they throw it 
aside as of little importance 

We are upliidd in this statment 
by many^of the deaf themselves, 
and Mr. JCerney's paper being 
published in Indiana and by an 
Indinna man, (he deaf of the stale 
nalnr.'illy fell more than a passing' 
interest in Onre-d-Week, as th«<y 
an- sure it will fill a long-felt want 
ill Hoosierdom.

There are many details connect- 
ed with the care of wax figures at 
the Eden Musee unknown to the 
g(>n<'ral public. At this institution 
huiiilreds of wax groups and figures 
are on daily exliitiitioii, and each 
one has to be watched and cared 
for with almost as much care as a 
child. Every morning each figure 
is carefully inspected by the chief 
artist, and in addition they are con- 
tintiaily watched tluring the day by 
coslumers and allendanls. At the 
slightest sign of indisposition, the 
figuie is carried to the work shops 
and rejuvenated, by little flakes of 
wax and dashes of flesh paint. 
Twice each year, in autumn and in 
sjiriiig, the figures underj:o a 
general cleaning. Each figure in 
the Musee has a summer and a 
winter co.itumo. The spring house- 
cleaning at the Musee has jusl tak- 
en place. All the figures have 
been taken lo the workshops to 
unilergo treatment. They are first 
put in a huge balh tub and care- 
fully scrubbed. Then if any 
changes are to be made, the chief 
artist makes sketches. To the wax 
representatives of living personages, 
one year's age is atlded. This is an 
extremely delicate operation. The 
King of Spain, for instance, has an 
inch added to his height. McKin-f 
ley, (Iroker and Bryan are given a 
few additional gray hairs, and pos- 
sibly deeper wrinkles. Then the 
figures are repainted and generally 
given new e\ .h They ace next 
turned over to Ilie costuiners who 
clothe them in summer garments, 
and then they are placed on exhibi- 
tion. A wax figure diessed in 
winter clothes looks as uncomfor- 
table in summer as an individual 
would. All this work has been 
completed within the past month, 
and the result Is that the interior 
of the Musee looks like a new 
place. Many changes have betm 
made in the arraiigtiments of the 
L'roups and all tht^ figures wear the 
lalest style clothes, accoiding to 
their station. In addition several 
new groups have been added, and 
allogellK^r the Musee is now 
Ihoroiiuhly np to date. In the 
Winter garden afternoon and even- 
ing concerts take place, and mov- 
ing pictures are shown each hour. 
These pictures include the latest 
war views from South Africa, and 
intensely interesting mysterious 
pictures from Paris.

DEATH OF "JOHNNY." 

Mr. John Fitzuerald, whom the 
several hundred pupils who have 
passed threugh the Instil ut ion dur- 
ing the last thirty years will well 
and pleasantly remembe", died of 
pneumonia at Iris home in Stanton.

He was a brave 
Confederate soldier, being of the 
Thirts-third Virizinia Regiment. 
He was severely wounded at the 
terrific battle of Second Manassas, 
where the inimor;al Jackson re- 
ceived his sobri<jiiet, " Stonewall," 
througli an expi<>ssioii made by Gen. 
Lee to his men who wore bcirinuiiig 
to retreat, " See, there stands Jack- 
son like a stonewall.'' " Stone- 
wall" Jackson was thus christened 
amid the thunder and roar of an ti- 
lery and a field runniD^ i-ed with 
blood. All over the woild to-day 
Jackson is known by no other 
name, very few people being aware 
that his real name was Thom.is J. 
JiU'kson. He was a quiet schoid 
teacher befon* the civil >itiit"i. ,,f 
1861-65.

FIRST OF ITS KIND. 

The first school for the instraotton 
of mutes in America was taught in 
this building about 1814, by John 
Braid w<mh1, who was brought to 
this ccMintry from (Germany by Col- 
onel Boiling, of "Cobbs," whose 
two children were deaf and dumb. 
Mr. Braid wood was successful with 
his pupils, which led to his es- 
tablishing this school in Manches- 
ter, which for several years was a 
flourishing institution. Mr. Braid- 
wood gave his life to this work. At 
his death, in 1821, he was buried 
jiKst in the rear of the old temple 
This building still belongs to the 
Masons of Manchester, and in the 
future will probably be used as a 
menional hall and an institution 
for charitable purposes.

Pra.t, of Boston, "who has 
been in Virginia on several oc- 
casions during the winter, looking 
up the history of Instituti<iiis for 
the Instruction of the D-af, Dumb 
and Blind in America Until Mrs. 
Pratt's visit to Virginia it was 
considered that (he first institution 
of this charactei was established in 
Connecticut, but upon investigation 
it has been settled, beyond the 
preadventure of a doubt, that the 
Old Dominion, along with her 
many other liistorical distinctions, 
justly deserves this one also. 

ORDERED TORN l>OWN. 

Only last we(>k ]\lr. A. L. Adam- 
son, who as agent, has control of 
the ohl structure, was summoned 
tx'fore the Mayor to show just cause 
why this old building which from 
its age was in so dilapidated a 
state, that it was a danger and an 
eye-sore to the general public, 
should not be removed. Mr.

.Masonic Temple and was used for 
that purpose almost a century.
